NOTED CRIMINAL ONCE OF BRYAN 
SEEKS RELEASE NEBRASKA PRISON 


G. W. Ingoldsby Files Petition in Federal Court for 
Habeas Corpus, Alleging That He Is Being Ille­ 
gally Detained for Crime for Which He Was 
Never Tried and Was Improperly Extradited. 


(By Associated Press) 
LINCOLN, Neb., July 14.— G. VV. Ingoldsby of Bryan, Tex­ 
as, filed petition for habeas corpus in the Federal court here 
Friday, alleging that he was being illegally detained in the 
Nebraska penitentiary and has no recourse in the state courts. 
He asserts he was deprived of his liberty without due process 
of law, and held for a crime for which he was never tried in 
Nebraska or in the United States and that his extradition from 
Texas was obtained by fraud. 
The record shows he was con­ 
victed of forgery. 
WAS EXTRADITED FROM BRYAN AFTER ARREST. 
G. W. Ingoldsby is well known in Bryan, where he went by 
the name of G. W. Boyd, 
lie married a Bryan woman, Mrs. 
J. C. Abercrombie, while bearing the name of Boyd, according 
to Sheriff L. E. Morehead. 
In Corsicana and Normangee he 
went by the name ol G. VV. Moore. 
He was indicted by the 
Brazos County grand jury for swindling, according to Sheriff 
Morehead. 
He was arrested by Sheriff Morehead in San An­ 
tonio and later found to be wanted in Nebraska City, Neb., for 
check forgery. 
Sheriff Morehead wired the officers in that 
place to come and bring extradition papers. 
They came, and 
took him to Nebraska, where he was given a sentence of from 
IO to 20 years in the Nebraska penitentiary.

TWO TOWNS ONE DAY

Those who gather on 
these occasions are the leaders in 
rural progress, in farm ing and tarm 
life. 
The gathering include* farm ­ 
ers, editors, and educational leaders, 
progressive farm women, club boys 
and girls, rural ministers, and for­ 
mer students of the College, along 
with an occasional parent who is 
thinking of sending his son to the 
institution. 
Scarcely less valuable 
than the 
instruction which 
these 
people 
get in 
advanced farming 
methods is the inform ation and in­ 
spiration they get from contact with 
other persons in their own and oth­ 
er lines of business from att parts of 
Texas. 
For instance, there is the 
annual A gricultural W riters’ Con­ 
ference, begun last year. 
These 
newspaper folks from Galveston to 
the Texas Panhandle met and got 
acquainted with each other and with 
the College in a way that some of 
them never before had experienced. 
From this meeting the College receiv 
cd a great deal of advertising and the 
people of Texas were made much 
better acquainted with their great 
State institution. 
The agricultural 
club boys and girls 
of the State 
' early make great preparations for 
the trip to College on this occasion. 
A fter much instruction and many 
contests for elimination a few from 
each county are selected to repre­ 
sent the home folks in the state-wide 
competitions of one kind or another. 
This feature of the Farm ers Short 
Course gets much publicity and at­ 
tracts much attention as evidenct 
of rural progress.

SO. TEXAS PLANT BREEDER HONORS 
PRES. BIZZELL AND DR. YOUNGBLOOD 


(By Victor M. S c h o f f e l m a y e r . ) 
LAMARQUE, 
Texas, 
July 18.— 
The recent announcem ent th at P. 
Dan George, a plant breeder and 
truck grower of this place, has suc­ 
ceeded in grafting cotton plants to 
the roots of a mulberry tree, result­ 
ing in a new high-yielding variety of 
long staple cotton of fine texture, 
is centering 
attention on 
other 
strange plant forms 
developed or 
originated by Mr. George. 
Long be­ 
fore he became 
know as a cotton 
breeder Mr. George had to his credit 
several strange 
botanical disovcr­ 
ies including a “red, white and blue’* 
pepper, which attracted much atten­ 
tion at recent Galveston horticul­ 
tural exhibitions; 
several gigantic 
cantaloupes 
more 
than 
two 
feet 
long.seedless watermelon and a seed­ 
less cucumber. 
Mr. George has giv­ 
en recognition to the value of the 
A. and M. College by the names he 
has given to some of his creations. 
One of his finest 
varieties 
of 
sweet pepper plants he named “ Pres­ 
ident Bizzell,” in honor of Dr. W 
B. Bizzell, president of Texas A. 
and M. College. 
It is of a beautiful 
golden color and large size and only 
two cavities. 
Another variety of 
sweet pepper Mr. George has named 
“ Dr. Youngblood,” after the director 
of the Texas Agricultural Experi­ 
ment Station. 
There are several 
large pimiento peppers, more than 
four inches long, which were de­ 
veloped during the last two years by- 
Mr. George. 
Speaks E ight L anguages. 
A Roumanian by birth, Mr.George 
was born in Transylvania, which was 
formerly 
part of 
the 
Hungarian 
kingdom under Austria. He worked 
for some years as plant breeder in 
his native country in Bucharest. He 
has a speaking acquaintance with 
eight living languages— Roumanian, 
Serbian, Bulgarian, German, Italian, 
Creation, Hungarian and English. 
A wife and daughter, Marie, help 
Mr. George in his plant experiments, 
taking as much interest in each step 
of his tedious work as himself. They 
are constantly in the field with him, 
reinforcing too heavily loaded limbs 
of cotton plants, tieing up branches 
with strips of cloth, watering tardy 
seedlings, and, last but not least of 
all, killing insects 
wherever they 
may be found. 
The absence 
of insects in 
Mr. 
George’s cotton fields is one of the 
first things which strikes the visitor 
to his 
one-acre farm on 
which he 
conducts all his experiments. In all 
the 900 
cotton plants 
which Mr. 
George planted from his last^ year’s 
now 
famous “tree cotton,” ^ and 
which is expected to yield cotton at 
the rate of a few hundred bolls per 
plant, if all goes well, not a boll 
weevil is found. 
There are no boll­ 
worms or leaf worms, either. Just as 
soon as an insect makes its appear­ 
ance anywhere 
in the field 
the 
watchful eyes of a member of the 
family discover it and the insect is 
destroyed. 
That may account to 
some extent for the great number of 
bolls carried by each plant at the 
present time. 
There has been considerable shed 
ding of squares and bolls due to ex­ 
cessive wet weather, which has visit­ 
ed the Gulf Coast all summer, but in 
the main the cotton plants are in a 
remarkably 
thrifty 
condition 
and 
point to a very heavy crop. 
Because of adverse, cold weather, 
cotton planting was delayed on the 
George farm for several weeks and 
the field now containing the 900 new 
variety cotton plants was not plant­ 
ed till April 20 when it should have 
been planted three weeks earlier. As 
a result the crop is much later than 
was expected 
and several calcula­ 
tions have gone wrong. 
But this is 
always the case with a new variety 
of any plant, whose conduct under 
field conditions can not be foretold 
with certainty by the breeder till it 
has been standardized. 
There are 
many skeptics 
wno 
doubt the value of Mr. George’s ne* 
cotton, described by the writer in a 
recent issue of 
The Dallas News. 
They think that grafting cotton un­ 
to mulberry roots is of doubtful val­ 
ue from 
an economic standpoint. 
However, the views of several scien­ 
tists with whom the writer discussed 
the matter in detail, agree that in 
just such 
a manner some 
of the 
world’s

it was planted under difficult weath­ 
er conditions.
